General Sir Frank E.W. Simpson, who was General Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Western 
Command, in the UK from 1948 to 1951, told 60 Members and guests Great Britain was living 
up to her global responsibilities. Britain, he said, has the equivalent of almost five 
divisions in Europe, four of which are in Germany. He reminded that the British contribu- 
tion in the Korean war was second only to that of the United States and told of his 
nation's long-standing efforts in Indo China. ...General Simpson put considerable em- 
phasis on the point that Britain's export trade was beginning to suffer as a result of 
the country's defense program. Reason: defense plans have put a drain on England's 
engineering industry which is so important in her foreign trade.

has been filed through UN channels by the OPC Committee on 
Freedom of the Press and Information. The Committee, chaired by ANSEL E. TALBERT, also 
dispatched a telegram to Vice President Nixon in connection with the abduction of Donald 
Dixon of INS and Richard Applegate of NBC. The sloop on which the two newsmen were 
vacationing in the Hong Kong area last March was overhauled by a Chinese gunboat, towed 
to the shore and neither of the men has been heard from directly since. 

The message to the Indian Government, transmitted through the Indian UN delegation, 
said, in parts "Because India's leaders are spokesmen for liberty and freedom in Asia 
and have often reiterated their belief in the right of newspaper representatives to 
pursue their vocation without jeopardy to their lives or liberty, we appeal to you to 
use your good offices to obtain the release of Donald Dixon and Richard Applegate." AB
